RENO. Ncv.—(XP)—The setting aside 


of ii Reno divorce decree in Los /TTT- 
fieles Tuesday was regarded here'as 
having; n possible bearing on the im- 
ponding California court test of the di- 
vorce granted in Reno to Jack Dcrnp- 
sey. 


In invalidating the decree granted 


here in 192!) to Mrs. Jessie E. Bowman, 
Judge Joseph P. Sproul of the Su- 
perior Court in Los Angeles held that 
a person who came to Nevada for 
the solo purpose of obtaining a "di- 
vorce and evading the California laws 
was guilty of fraud. 


Estelle Taylor, actress wife of the 


former heavyweight champion, has re- 
fused to "recognize Dempsey's Reno di- 
vorce and is preparing to seek a de- 
cree in Los Angcels. Dempsey's law- 
yers have indicated they will offer a 
contest when Miss Taylor's case comes 
to trial. 


If the Los Angeles court should fol- 


low Tuesday's ruling, there is a pos- 
sibility that Dempsey's divorce may be 
declared invalid. Dempsey, however, 
established better than usual resi- 
dence here under the six meeks' di- 
vorce law. even to the extent of pur- 
chasing property and engaging in bus- 
iness, so the possibility likewise exists 
that the California courts might rec- 
ognize his default decree as binding. 


Tlie decision of Judge Sproul caus- 


ed no surprise in this capital of easy 
divorce because California courts nev- 
er have looked with favor on Reno 
decrees in the event of a contest.

'. proprietor/ on the Shrcveport -high- 
way south of Atlanta the night of 
September 17, will be charged with 
violation of the anti-mask law as soon 
as he is discharged from a Shrcveport 
hospital, District Attorney Elmer L. 
Lincoln said Tuesday night. 


Relatively new in Texas, having 


been passed in 1925. the anti-mask 
law involves an assault upon any 
person while wearing a mask or any 
other type of disguise, the district at- 
torney said. Violation of

law 


carries a penalty of not more than 
five years in the penitentiary. 


In event Sullivan is brougb tto trial 


in Cass county, Texas, which, ac- 
cording to the district attorney is 
practically assured, Lincoln will base 
his case on tho allegation that the 
youth was disguised as a negro when 
the alleged .assault on Boyd was per- 
petrated.

City Power Plant 


Is Famous Utility 


Hope Municipal Plant Re- 


garded as Model of 


Efficiency 


The City of Hope has an intcrnation- 


j ally known water 
and 
light 
plant 


' whose successful operation for nearly 


I half a century has proved the case 


I for municipal ownership 
of 
public 


utilities. 


The Hope Water & Light Plant was 


established soon after the founding ot 
thi.T city. It was a municipal plant 
from the start. 


Hope was one of the first cities of 


its size in the state to get electric 
lights. The achievement was accom- 
plished by publicly-minded citizens 
in co-operation with Capt. J. T. West, 
owner of the Hope Lumber company. 
Captain West loaned the City of Hope 
surplus steam from the lumber com- 
pany's plant, and so the first munici- 
pal power system started up here with 
one small generator operating on bor- 
rowed power. 


Eventually the City of Hope acquir- 


ed the site of the present modern plant 
and put in its first engine and boiler. 
The distributing system spread over 
the entire city, and into the sur- 
rounding farm neighborhoods. 


In much the same w?v. the munici- 


pal water plant was established. While 
the electric system was set up with- 
out any funded 
debt, considerable 


financing was required for the water 
works' distributing system. This was 
managed by W. Y. Foster, banker, 
manufacturer and public system. The 
water system paid itself out. giving 
Hope an ideal municipal operation in 
both the electric and water utilities. 


Under the management of George 


Sandefur the electric plant has reach- 
ed out after new business, furnishing 
light to many farm homes within a 
radius of three or four miles, and 
electric power to several cotton gins 
in this vicinity. 


The light plant has two generators, 


a 1.000 k.w. machine, and an older, 
smaller one, of 500 k. w. There are 
three old boilers, and a new one of 
400 horsepower, which was added this 
last winter with the expectation of 
increasing the plant's generating ca- 
pacity. 


The plant is operating under an av- 


erage peak load of 700 k. w._ with an 
all-time record load of 820 k. w. Fri- 
day, September 25. Under 
average 


peak load of 700 k. w., however, the 
pony generator of 500 k. w. capacity 
s not sufficient to meet the requir- 
ment; and the problem before the 
plant now is to find ways of financ- 
ng the purchase of a new big gen- 
erator, probably 2.000 k. w. to replace 
the smaller one. This would give the 
slant two machines, either of which 
would be able to handle the peak load 
which is a requirement of all well- 
managed generating stations. 


It is hoped by Manager Sandefur 


and the Power Board that this new 
machine wil be obtained in the near 
future. The Power Board is headed 
by Theo P. Witt, chairman, with the 
other two commissioners being Roy 
Stephenson and Charles E. Taylor. 
The Power Board is appointed by the

This station was built three jj.y.ars

City Council, from its membership, 
and these three men. with Mr. San- 
defur. are charged with the financing 
and operating of the municipal plant. 


The water division of the plant is op- 


erated by electric 
pumps on four 


deep wells. The water system has 
plenty of reserve, any one of the four 
wells being adequate to serve the city. 
The pumps deliver water to a central 
reservoir at the power plant, from 
which the water is forced 
into the 


central mains under 60 pounds pres- 
sure. 


A needed improvement in the water 


distributing system is the connecting 
ct all "dead end" mains into a loop 
system, improving the pressure, and 
fire-protection. When all the dead- 
ends are connected, the city will have 
the best water works in the state, for 
a rr.mmunity of Hope's size. 


The Hope Water & Light 
Plant 


maintains 1.470 electric 
meters, and 


1,583 water meters, covering the in- 
habitable buildings of the community 
practically 100 per cent. 


There are 22 municipal plant em- 


ployes, returning a sizeable pay roll 
to the commercial city.
